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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1. Claims 7, 9-18, 20, 21 and 22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 7 recites, inter alia, removing a binder from, and sintering, the base in an 

environment having oxygen content, wherein the oxygen content of the environment is lower than 
an oxygen content of air; wherein the oxygen content of the environment is less than 8 vol. %. 

Claim 20 recites, inter alia, removing a binder from, and sintering, the base in an 
environment having oxygen content, wherein the oxygen content of the environment is lower than 
an oxygen content of air; wherein removing the binder is performed at a temperature of <600°C. 

Claim 21 recites, inter alia, removing a binder from, and sintering, the base in an 
environment having oxygen content, wherein the oxygen content of the environment is lower than 
an oxygen content of air; wherein removing the binder is performed in the environment with the 

oxygen content between 0. 5 and < 8 vol. %. 

Claim 22 recites, inter alia, removing a binder from, and sintering, the base in an 
environment having oxygen content, wherein the oxygen content of the environment is lower than 
an oxygen content of air; wherein removing the binder is performed in the environment with the 
oxygen content between 0.1 and 5 vol. %. 
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The reference of record does not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor 
would it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
